Goffrier_ Farm Sold 


Last week Mr William Goffrier, 
whose farm is situated 4 miles north 
east of Strathmore, sold his farm to 
three Indiana farmers, Messrs. Ken- 
nedy. Van Bibby, and Kirkham, 


As this land is all dry, 
the price is considered a good one. 
Mr Goffrier in addition to his farm, 
runs a feed mill in town. 

The following forms part of an 
article in the Calgary ‘‘News Tele- 
gram” on the subject: 

“Mr Henry Leighton of the farm 
land firm of Leighton & Gilbert, 
when asked the news of the week 
and the prospects of the coming 
year in farm land investments told 
of a very interesting case in the 
sale of the tarm of Mr William Gof- 
frier of Strathmore. This sale was 
made to three Indiana farmers, 
Messrs. Kennedy, Van Bibber and 
Kirkham, from Kokomo. Mr Gof- 
frier four years ago paid $15 per 
acre for his farm about four miles 
from Strathmore, and raised on it 
three successive crops of Silvermine 
oats which averaged over 100 bush- 
els to thé acre, and sold for a price 
which paid for the land every year, 
He then sold his land to the Indiana 
farmers at $32 per acre, netting him 
an added profit of $17 per acre, or 
a gross profit of more than $00 ag 
acre for his four years work, 

The farm contained 459 acres, 
and figuring the profit of $60 per 
acre on this, there is a net profit of 
$27,540 which is quite a tidy sum 
considering that the initial invest-

The history of this coin is an In- 
teresting one. About the year of the | 
first seige of Louisburg, a French | 
gun boat left France with $7,500,f1000 
of gold coin to pay the troop: and 
all other expenses which were stand- 
ing for some time in Louisburg. On| 
nearing the Cape Breton coast a flerce | 


off her course towards Point Mich- 
eau (which name is a corruption of 
Poin Micheau, afier this ship, whieh 
was named St. Michael). The ship 
stranded on a recf at Point Micheau 
known as Gros Bos (big rock). All 
the crew were lost. The gold was in! 
oak kegs bound with copp 9 or brass 
hoops. 

That the story of the loss of this | 
treasure ship was true was shown in 
the year 1900, when a big storm swep' | 
over this shore and a piece of oak 
keel 40 feet long. with copper bolts 
jcame ashore Further proof was 
given by the finding of many gold 
coins on the western beach, one man) 
finding six coins. This created much 
interest in the Point Micheau gold, so! 
that hundreds went there. The 
beach was plowed end dragged, but no 
more gold was got at the time | 

The plece owned by Mr. Almon was | 


found last June and and owned by 
Mr. Tavlor It was obtained through 
Wm. M. Murphy of Point Micheau. 


The coins were all of gold, dated 1725 
to 1789 Mr. Almon states that in 
his French histories mention has been 
mede of ships leaving France with 
gold for Louisburg, and he thinks 
thet throuch further study the story 
of this ship could be secured in full 
detail in some of the histories or 
from the French navy records.

A new era in Matters artistic ip 
Montreal has been inaugurated by the 
opening of the Art Gallery just built 
by the Art Association of that city, | 
aided by generous contributions from | 
a few public-minded citizens. Not, 
only will it mean a big step in ad-

As a result of advice in marketing 
given hin through the Canadian 
Pacifle Railway; Depariment oi 


Natural Resources, Nick ‘Taitinger, | 


of Clareshoim, has been able to sell 
his 1912 barley crop at a price that 
will net bim tully) 20 cents per 
bushel above prevailing market 
prices, and at the same time establish 
a most profitable market tor the 
crop of his district 

A short time ago Mr 
submitted a sample of bis two-rowed 
Chevalier bariey to the Agricultural 
Branch of the Natural Resources 
Department, The sample, which 
showed the crop to be of excellent 
uality, was immediately sent to 
Hugh Baird & Sons, one of the 
most famous maltsters in Great 
Britain. The firm replied that the 
barley was just the kind they were 
looking tor, and offered $1.02 per 
bushel, which price, after carriage 
is deducted, nets Mr 
about 70 Cents per bushel 

Mr YTailinger’s crop took the 
championship at the last Dry Farm- 
ing Ceogress, and has been in great 
demand, his neighbors offering 75 
to Bo cents per bushel tor seed. 
The whole crop could have been 
disposed of at that price, but Mr 
Taitinger is looking to the future 
of the barley exporting industry of 
his district. So he divided his crop 
into two parts, one to export to the 
maltsters mentioned and the other 
to sell tor seed in his district. With 
the shipping connection established 
through this shipment, Mr Taitinger 
expects to be able next year to ex- 
porta ship load of malting barley 
to the British firm 

The Agricultural Branch of the 
CPR Department of Natural Resour- 
ces is at all times willing to help 
any farmer in the marketing of his 
crop. All he has to do is to send 
in a small sample, about eight oun- 
ces, of his grain, with the gevern- 
ment germination test, The service 
is absolutely free of charge.

| WAS TRAILED BY THIEVES 


New York Man is Cleverly Deprived 
of Important Legal Documents 


London, England.—A wealthy Amer- 
icen, now in London, has been the 
victim of a series of extraordinary dar- 
ing thefts, as the result of which he 
bas lost some very valuable docu- 
ments relating to estates in Ireland. 

The victim is H. L. Brittain, of 
New York, who in addition to being 
jinterested in several prominent Amer- 
ican enterprises, is treasurer of the 
Granite Spring Water Company He 
is also actively interested in valuable 
lestates near Dublin, and the thefts 


‘are in connection with the latter pro- 


perty. 
Trailed by Thieves 

Mr. Brittain sailed from New York 
on the Mauretania toward the end of 
| November, arriving in Fishguard on 
December 2, bringing with him a large 
quantity of luggage At Fishguard 
on leaving the boat, he discovered that 
the identification letter on all his 
trunks and portmanteaux had been al- 
tered, and in this way part of his lug- 
gage had been claimed. The latter 
was reported to the police, and shor'- 
ly after his arrival in| London Mr 
Brittain had the missing trunks return- 
ed to him. But they had been brok- 
en open and the contents ransacked 

At first it appeared to be an ordin- 
ary luggage theft, but when Mr. Brit- 
{tain examined the contents of the 
trunks he found them almost intact 
They consisted of clothing which had 
been replaced in the trunks after an 
evidently fruitless search 

It now hecame apparent that the ob- 
ject of the thieves were some valuable 
documents relating to the estates in 
Ireland Litigation is pending in this 
connection, and the documents were, 
therefore, of great importance, and 
were now more carefully watched than 
ever. 

Decurrents Stolen 

Mr. Brittain had occasion to journ- 
ey to Dublin the other night In con- 
nection with these estates, and the 
documents relating to them = were 
laced in a securely fastened portimant- 
eau and trunk. Warned by the prev- 
ious experience, Mr. Brittain person- 
ally took charge of his juggage at Eus- 
ton He had, however, to make an 
inquiry, and instead of being away a 
few s nds, as he had expected, he 
was detained about fifteen minutes ow- 
ing to the congestion of the holiday 
traffic. 

When he returned to his luggage he 
found that the additional padlock and 
staples by which the portmanteau had 
been secured had been forced off and 
the contents ransacked, while the back 
of the trunk had been ripped open 
This time the thieves had been more 
successful, and the valuable document's 
had vanished 

The thieves must have shadowed me 
from New York, says Mr. Brittain, It 
was certainly a conspiracy to obtain 
possession of the documents.

The duel arose out of the etern m-as- 
ures of repression which were taken 
by Count Tisza against the disord rly 
tactics of the Hungarian Opposition 
as a result of which one of the Oppo 
sition M.P.’s attempted to assaszira‘e 
him On entering the National Club 
at Budapest Thursday afternoon Coun 
Tisza offered his hand to Count Kar 
olyi, who is a member of the Opposi 
| ton The latter ostentatiously 
thrust his hands into his pockets, de 
claring that after what had occurred It 
would be useless jf he and Count Tisza 
pretended to be friends Afterwards 
Count Tisza sent him a challenge 

The conditions prescribed for the 
duel were that the parties were to 
fight till one was disabled and without 
protection save neck bandages The 
conflict was fought with heavy swords 
and lasted for an hour Count Tis- 
za, who is extraordinarly agile for his 
age, had the better of his opponent 
throughout Count Karolyi being a 
big, heavy man. Count Karolyi who 
who received several cuts, was badly 
wounded in the arm in the thirty-sec- 
ond round, whereupon the doctors stop- 


ped the duel. Other duels are ex- 
pected.

NAVAL ESTIMATES NEAR COM. 
PLETION 


Britain Will Spend Vast Sum on Pro- 
gramme—New Guns of Prodig- 
lous Power 

London.—According to the Daily 
Mail, the work of framing the British 
havy estimates for the coming year ia 
nearly completed. The one point re- 
maining for decision, namely, whether 
five or six battleships shall be laid 
down depends upon the Austrian nav 
al programme, If the admiralty de 
cides to wait before taking action till 
the Austrian ships are laid down, it 
may be expected to begin five battle- 
ships this year. 

The naval programme will then, ac- 
cording to present information, involve 
$240,000,000 and 
will include five battleships, six light 
armored cruisers, twenty destroyers. 
a number of submarines, and an addi- 
tion to the personnel of 5,000 men, 
making a total of 142,500 officers and 
men. 

The battleships will be of a new 
type, the largest and strongest which 
science can build or money supply. 
They will displace 27,000 of 28,000 
tons, burn oil and fuel alone, and 
steam 25 knots. Thus they will be

Dreadnought battleship and battle 
cruiser, They will be armed in 4ll 


probability with eight 16 1-4 inch guns 
each firing 2,200 pound shells, of if 
the 16 1-4 inch gun is not adopted they 
will have 15 inch guns, firing shells 
that weigh 1,600 pounds.

FLOUR MILLS 
FOR THE FARMER 


Convenient Market for His Crop and 
a Source of Supply for the 
“Mixed” Farmer 


The rapid expansion of the milling 
industry in the West dudring che past 
two years ha a direct bearing on the 
reciprocity question. One of the 
strongest arguments for reciprocity 
was the fact that there were few mills 
in the Canadian west that could af- 
ford a farmer a ready and convenient 
market for his crop. In other words 
there was no home market and the 
advocates of the home market idea 
found little to support their arguments 
in the West two years ago. To-day 
conditions .-e changed as is shown 
in the following article from the 
financial page of a recent issue of 
The Globe, a paper that led in the 
fight for reciprocity: 

“It looks as if a city in the Canadian 
west is destined to become the great- 
est flour milling centre in the British 
Empire. This is Medicine Hat, Al- 
berta. Milling ente>prises are moving 
westward. Not only are the Ogilvie 
and Maple Leaf Milling Companies 
building in Medicine Hat, but new 
concerns ure being established on a 
large scale in Moose Jaw and Calgary. 
These facts are significant. They in- 
dicate foresight, preparation for ac- 
tivities in the far west that are to 
come, and those who are using fore- 
sight have their eyes on the Panama 
Canal and the Orient and the western 
exits to the: 

“It 1s economy that prompts. the 
erection of these mills. It is figured 
that ten cents per barrel will be saved 
in the manufacture of flour in Medl- 
cine Hat. With large storing and mill- 
ing capacity, and cheap power, the 
Ogilvie mill <i produce 2,000 barrels 
per day, with provision to treble this 
amount in dv* course, This will be 
the company's largest mill to cate. 
Another mill to be erected in Medl- 
cine Hat by the Maple Leaf Milling 
Company, wil’ begin with a dally out- 
put of 3,000 barrels to be increased 
to about 7,0(0 barrels. A third mill 
is to be erected by the Manitoba Miil- 
ing Company, arrangements having al- 
ready been made. Add the present 
Medicine Hat Milling Company and 
that city will in the near future be 
producing 15,000 to 20,000 barrels per 
day at least 

“There is probably but one milling 
centre in the world with greater daily 
capacity, and that ‘s Minneapolis, 
where something like 75,000 barrels 
are ground daily.” 

What its true of Medicine Hat ts 
also true of Saskatoon, Regina, Leth- 
bridge, Calgary, Brandon, Portage la 
Prairie, Edmonton, Winnipeg, Moose 
Jaw and other cities in the West. 
The development of the milling in- 
dustry is also important in connection 
with efforts to encourage the farmer 
to go into mixed farming. Large 
flour milis Lave ample supplier of 
offal which is invaluable as feed in 
the stock raising industry. This will 
be readily available at low cost at 
convenient centres all through the 
West. It locks as though the reci- 
procity question would be answered 
by the expansion of the milling indus- 
try and the building up of diversified 
industries in the West, associated with 
the development of mixed farming 


BUILDING UP THE WEST 


Infant Industries in the Prairie Pro- 
vinces Must be Protected 

The Calgary Standard says: “With- 
out a reasonable protective tariff the 
plains of Alberta and Saskatchewan 
cannot build up industrial cities; at 
the best they will be only flour mills 
and warehouses based upon the one 
industry of wheat-growing. With 
protection, moderate protection—the 
national policy—the manufacturer can 
afford to launch out into making the 
many articles of domestic and indus- 
trial use for which there is a market 
at his door, Even Saskatchewan and 
Alberta are commencing to realize the 
value of protection. They are begin- 
ning to see that these provinces can- 
not become peopled with artisans and 
mechanics as well as farmers and 
ranchers exceyt the infant industry is 
given a fighting chance for its life.” 

This view of economics is more 
general in the West than rany people 
suppose. It ir the only one. The West 
is already showing the world 
its cities ca. manufacture. Dr. Archi- 
bald Blue gives the following statis- 
tics the last column showing the in- 
crease per cent. in the value of manu- 
factured goods.

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH '} 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS 


AY person who is the sole head of a tamily of 
orany male over 18 years old, may homestead 


a quarter section of available Dominion land tn 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan, or Alberta. The applicant 
must appear in person at the Dominion Lands 
Agency or Sub-agency for the district. Eatry by 
proxy may be made at any agency, 04 certain con 
ditions by father, mother, son, daugh*er brother or 
sister of intending homesteader. 

Duties— Six months’ residence upon and cultives 
tion of the land in each of three years A home- 
steader may live within nine miles of his homestead 
on a farm of at least 80 acres solely owned and ++ 
cupied by him or by his father, mother, son,- 
ter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteacerin goods. h 


may pre-empt a quareer-section aiongside his home 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties Must reside upon the homestead or pre- 
emption six months in each of six years from date of 
homestead entty including the time required to earn 
homestead patent) and cultivate fifty acres extra. 

_A homesteader who has exhausted his homestead 
right and cannot obtain a pre-emption may enter for 
a purchased homestead in certain districts. Price 
$3.00 per acre. Duties~Must reside six months in 
each of three years, cultivate fifty acres and erect a 
house worth §300 co
